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Following Jesus

Text, “For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps,” 1 Peter 2:21. 

Many scriptures teach us that Jesus is 
our Leader, Example, Pattern. He is the 
original copy. He is the One to follow. 

“Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me,” John 14: 
6. 

Neither is there salvation in any other: 
for there is none other name under heav- 
en among men, whereby we must be 
saved,” Acts 4:12. 

In the word “‘Jesus” there are five let- 
ters. We will let each letter stand for 
some characteristic of Jesus by which we 
should pattern our lives,—Justice, Earn- 
estness, Suffering, Unselfishness, an d 
Submissiveness. 

First, let us follow Him in justice. To 
be “‘just” means to be exact, right, law- 
ful, and impartial. 

“Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion; 
shout, O daughter of Jerusalem: behold, 
thy King cometh unto thee: he is just, 
and having salvation; lowly,” Zech. 9:9. 

He was an austere man, that is, He 
was unadorned truth. Popular and 
moneyed men never swayed Him from 
justice, exactness, impartiality, etc. Even 
the scribes, Pharisees, high-ups, and up- 
per-tens (so to speak), with all their 
beautiful outward adorning, did not move 
Him one iota from justice. 

“And they asked him, saying, Master, 
we know that thou sayest and teachest 
rightly, neither acceptest thou the person 
of any, but teachest the way of God 
truly,” Luke 20:21. 

I say, God help us (especially us min- 
isters) to follow in His step of justice. 

Second, \et’s follow Him in His earn- 
estness. Never was Jesus light, chaffy, 
unconcerned, indifferent, etc., but He 


’ was so in earnest that He did not eat nat- 


ural food at times. 

“In the meanwhile his disciples prayed 
him, saying, Master, eat. But he said un- 
to them, I have meat to eat that ye know 
not of. Therefore said the disciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to eat? Jesus saith unto them, My 
meat is to do the will of him that sent 
me, and to finish his work,” John 4:31- 
34. 

His food was zealousness, earnestness, 
etc. Earnestness may cause people to gaze 
at you as though you were a fool, but 
God help us to become a fool for Christ. 

“For whether we be beside ourselves, 
it is to God: or whether we be sober, it 
is for your cause,” 2 Cor. 5:13. 

Yes, I say, God help us to mean what 
we say, and say what we mean, for this 


sin-loving world is on the very brink of 
hell. We need to plead with them with 
tears now. We also have thousands of 
professed Christians who are so cold, care- 
less, indifferent, and lukewarm! Oh, I 
know (by the Word of God) that God 
is now sick of it and ready to spue them 
out. Yes, out into the tribulation, then on 
out into outer darkness where there will 
be weeping, wailing, and gnashing of 
teeth, 


Earnestness is the cause of patience and 
endurance; it overcomes pain, strength- 
ens weakness, braves dangers, sustains 
hope, and ignores discouragements. Yes, 
this world steps aside for the man with 
a purpose. I say, Lord help us to follow 
Jesus in His sincerity. I like good illustra- 
tions which illustrate our message. They 
are as windows in a house to a sermon. 
They throw light on the sermon. But 
foolishness and silly words which cause 
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people to laugh off sincerity and convic- 
tion, sure are the devil’s tools and I say, 
God help (this preacher) to use the 
weapons that are not carnal, but mighty. 
Follow in His steps of earnestness. 

Third, Let us follow in His suffering. 

“He is despised and rejected of men; 
a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief: and we hid as it were our faces 
from him; he was despised, and we es- 
teemed him not,” Isa. 53:3. 

If we follow Him we will become ac- 
quainted with some sorrows, some griefs, 
etc. It is strange how we try to follow 
Jesus. How can we follow Him by an easy 
route, comfort, prosperity, downy pil- 
lows, and easy chairs, when He never 
even went that way? Oh, how many of 
us desire to know Him in the fellowship 
of suffering? 

“That I may know him, and the pow- 
er of his resurrection, and the fellowship 
of his sufferings, being made conforma- 
ble unto his death,” Phil. 3:10. 

Our text states that we are called to 
suffer. Yes, suffer many things,—adver-

“They profess that they know God; 
but in works they deny him, being 
abominable, and disobedient, and unto ev- 
ery good work reprobate,” Titus 1:16. 


As we look around and see how people 
who profess to be Christians are living, 
and the things they are doing, we won- 
der if Satan is not putting on his great- 
est campaign through the churches. Yes, 
they profess to know God, but in works 
deny Him, and I believe the devil is pitch- 
ing some of his little tents on Church of 
God territory.

living where the Lord can use them. In 
some churches a few of the good old 
saint-hearted members do all the praying, 
all the paying and most all of the staying. 
People who are robbing God can’t expect 
but so much out of religion. Some may 
say, “How are we robbing God?” Malachi 
said in tithes and offerings, and if it was 
robbing then, I am sure it is now. I 
think it is bad enough to rob a store or 
bank or someone, to say nothing of rob- 
bing God. 

Many times we hear people say, “Pray 
for my husband” or “Pray for my wife,” 
or loved ones, that they will be saved. 
They say they have such a hard time liv- 
ing right in their homes and when the 
truth is known the one that the request 
was made for has taken the one for an 
example who made the request and they 
were so disgusted that they decided to 
stay as they were and be under less con- 
demnation. Say, if you are in that condi- 
tion you had better pray through and 
get right yourself and then your life and 
prayers will have some effect on others.

The Angels of the Seven Last 
Plagues 


‘And I saw another sign in heaven, 
great and marvellous, seven angels hav- 
ing the seven last plagues;.for in them 
is filled up the wrath of God. And I saw 
as it were a sea of glass mingled with fire: 
and them that had gotten the victory 
over the beast, and over his image, and 
over his mark, and over the number of 
his name, stand on the sea of glass, hav- 
ing the harps of God. And they sing the 
song of Moses the servant of God, and 
the song of the Lamb, saying, Great and 
marvellous are thy works, Lord God Al- 
mighty; just and true are thy ways, thou 
King of saints. Who shall not fear thee, 
O Lord, and glorify thy name? for thou 
only art holy: for all nations shall come 
and worship. before thee; for thy judg- 
ments are made manifest. And after that 


I looked, and behold, the temple of the 
tabernacle of the testimony in heaven was 
opened: and the seven angels came out 
of the temple, having the seven plagues, 
clothed in pure and white linen, and hav- 
ing their breasts girded with golden 
girdles. And one of the four beasts gave 
unto the seven angels seven golden vials 
full of the wrath of God, and from his 
power, and no man was able to enter into 
the temple, till the seven plagues of the 


seven angels were fulfilled,’ Revelation, - 


15th chapter. 

This chapter deals with a paragraph in 
chapter 11, verses 7-19. It also deals with 
a paragraph in chapter 19, verses 1-6. 
And it is an introduction to chapter 16. 
It deals with the sounding of the seven 
angels. They have come to reward the 
tribulation saints to the very finish of 
the tribulation week. 

As these trumpets prepared to sound, 
John saw a great wonder in heaven. He 
said also that he saw another sign. This 
sign was great and marvelous. These sev- 
en angels had the last seven plagues to be 
poured out on those who had rejected the 
Lord and stood with Antichrist in his 
reign of persecution and death. But just 
before these plagues were poured out, 
John saw a sea of glass mingled with 
fire, and he saw the saints that had got- 
ten the victory over the beast and his 
mark, standing on the sea of glass around 
the throne of God. These could be none 
other than the tribulation saints. They 
are playing harps and singing songs. This 
song evidently was the song of Moses and 
the Lamb. As Moses and his host tri- 
umphed over the Egyptians and were de- 
livered by way of the Red Sea from 
Egyptian tyranny and destruction, and 
after the waters had overflown the 
Egyptians, the Israelites sang the song of 
deliverance. Miriam led the women with 
songs and dancing, shouting the victory, 
and they said, ““We will see the horse and 
his rider no more.” What a great victory 
this was for the Israelites, and this victory 
that had been gained by the tribulation 
saints was compared to Moses and his 
crowd being delivered. As Moses and his 
crowd sang the song of deliverance, so 
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the tribulation saints, as they stand 
around the throne on the sea of glass, sing 
the song of deliverance. The writer be- 
lieves that this will be a song of praise 
to the Lamb of God who delivered them 
by His power. Think of the stinging 
scorpions and the plagues that follow, 
then think of the army that is turned 
loose from the bottomless pit that goes 
out to destroy one-third of the inhabi- 
tants of the earth; then think of the hail 
and the scorching sun and the bloody 
water that they had to drink, Anti- 
christ and his armies killing them in ev- 
ery conceivable way, and now they stand 
delivered on this sea of glass. Surely they 
will make the corridors of heaven ring 
with their songs of victory. 


Just at this time the seven angels pour 
out the seven last plagues. These angels 
are clothed in pure white linen, having 
golden vials of the wrath of God. The 
temple is filled with the smoke of the 
glory of God, and no man is able to en- 
ter. This connects with chapter 11. 


The plagues are more fully described in 
chapter 16. Chapter 15 gives a description 
of the glory and power that is around 
the throne of God, and the tribulation 
saints are giving great praise to the Lamb. 
This will be a great time. All the tribu- 
lation saints have been killed except the 
144,000. They have been kept from the 
destruction of the beast. They suffered 
hunger, nakedness, and thirst, and as 
these tribulation saints sing the song of 
redemption their voices are heard by the 
144,000, and as Jesus prepares for His 
descension to earth, and as the clouds on 
which He rides bring Him closer with 
all the host of heaven with Him, the 
144,000 Jews on Mt. Sion will join in 
this song of redemption with the tribu- 
lation saints, for they have been kept by 
the power of God from being destroyed 
by the beast and his armies. To say the 
least of it, this will be a wonderful 
time. It is then that Jesus will go forth 
to fight against the nations of earth 
whom the beast has gathered at Jerusa- 
lem to fight against the powers of God. 
In spite of all the powers of hell and 
darkness, Jesus will finally conquer and 
we will have a glorious reign of peace 
and joy for one thousand years.

When we think of prayer, we must re- 
member there is right praying and there 
is praying that misses the mark. Then, 
“That which misses the mark is not 
praying at all,” you say. Be that as it 
may, there is much of that kind. But 
faith, submission to the will of God and 
certain works and obedience to God are 
essential, and if our praying be accompan- 
ied with these necessary elemegts it 
counts, and if not, it does not. 

On this subject a certain writer has 
stated, “There is such a thing as super- 
fluous praying. ‘A man prays too much 
when he makes prayer a substitute for 
labor.’ It is no use asking God to do what 
He requires us to do ourselves. In seeking 
a revival we must work as well as pray. 
There are those to whom we are clearly 
bound to extend the offers of salvation, 
and when we refuse to perform our plain 
duty and content ourselves with praying 
for them, our prayers will not avail. 
‘The shirking of the man who prays, and 
the praying of the man who - shirks is 
equally an abomination unto the Lord.’

“Peter went up upon the housetop to 
pray about the sixth hour,” Acts 10:9. 

Peter was a gospel preacher. His mes- 
sage was for “all men,” both Jews and 
Gentiles, but up to this time he had 
preached only to the Jews. God would 
prepare him to go to the Gentiles also. 
While in this prayer he had a vision and 
God spoke to him, preparing him to re- 
ceive the Gentile messengers who were 
even then at the door inquiring for him, 
that he might go to the home of Cor- 
nelius, where God gave him a great re- 
vival. 

From the beginning prayer has occu- 
pied a very important place in the wor- 
ship of God. How often God’s servants, 
both the laity and the ministry, have 
found a solution to their problems; guid- 
ance and help in time of need; victory 
and blessing instead of defeat, because 
they went to the Lord in prayer. The 
value of prayer cannot be overestimated. 

1. Prayer has a very essential place in 
the development of Christian experience 
and character. If we increase in 
spiritual strength and grow in grace 
and the knowledge of the Lor d, 
we must pray. The blessing of the 
Lord in every respect is received through 
prayer. The more, we pray, and the more 
earnest we are in prayer, the more victory 
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will we enjoy. 

2. If you would meet all the trials and 
disappointments of life successfully and 
not be upset because of the unexpected 
difficulties that may arise from time to 
time, you must be much in prayer. Arm 
yourself in advance by prayer and thus 
you will go through life with a con- 
quering tread. 

3. If you would make the best of 
life’s opportunities for doing good and 
blessing others, you must be “instant 
in prayer.” The wide awake, spiritual 
Christian lives in the atmosphere of 
prayer and is thereby kept in readiness 
for the Master’s call to service as occa- 
sion may require, anywhere and at any 
time. 

4. Earnest and continued prayer is a 
great help in preparing one for the emer- 
gencies and possibilities of the future. 
Sickness, death, separation, bereavement, 
financial disappointments, persecutions, 
trouble, etc., come thick and fast. Men 
and women who pray a great deal and 
live close to God are in a much better 
condition to meet all of these situations 
than those who do not. Jesus said, ““Men 
ought always to pray and not to faint,” 
Luke 18:1. 


Other Things as Well 


It is true that the disciples spoke in 
other tongues when baptized with the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. This 
was outstanding and important for pur- 
poses of God’s own designing and plan- 
ning. 

But this was not all. There were some 
other things which gave emphasis to the 
speaking in tongues on that day, and the 
days following, things which were essen- 
tial and fundamental and without which 
the tongues would have been insignifi- 
cant. 

Those speaking in tongues were whole- 
heartedly devoted to Jesus Christ and His 
cause. 

They were separated from the practice 
of sin and delivered from its dominion 
and power. 

They were holy in heart and life. 

They had an unshaken faith in the Lord 
Jesus, His claims and His gospel. 

They recognized the presence of the 
Holy Ghost in their midst and were ful- 
ly submitted to His sermon in the ad- 
vancement of the gospel among men. 

They possessed a deep love for the lost 
souls about them, and labored earnestly 
for their salvation. 

In their manner of living they were 
completely separated from the wicked 
world and its spirit. 

The same necessary background exists 
wherever the genuine speaking in tongues 
is found.

sity, disappointments, afflictions, pover- 
ty, loneliness, etc. 

Paul says, “Most gladly therefore will 
I rather glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me” (may 
cover me like a tent), 2 Cor. 12:9. 

So, dear children of God, don’t forget 
that suffering is one of the steps of Jesus, 
and we are commanded to follow Him. 

Fourth, \et’s follow Him in unselfish- 
ness. He was so unselfish. He gave Him- 


self, His glory, honor, home, life, 
and all. 
“Who gave himself for us, that he 


might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
purify unto himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works,” Titus 2:14. 


Someone says that the shortest and 


deepest definition of sin is self. I say that 


to be healed; my 
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self is hated when seen in others, but do 
we hate self when we see self in our- 
selves? We need not sing, “Jesus, hold my 
hand,” when we are so selfish we won’t 
hold our brother’s hand. When we shrink 
from the cup of self-denial we push away 
the cup of blessing. In these last days, 
perilous days, men love self so much. 
They admire the wisdom of those who 
ask them for advice. Dear children of 
God, it’s time to pray for deliverance 
from me, myself, and I. 

If we follow Jesus in His unselfishness, 
we won’t say, “Give,” but, “Let’s give;” 
“Go,” but, “Let’s go;” “Do,” but, “Let’s 
do,” etc. The Scriptures teach that it 
is impossible to follow Jesus and be self- 
ish. 

Fifth, \et’s follow Him in submissive- 
ness.

It is now time for every member 
of the Church (yes, from our General 
Overseer to the least laymember) to be- 
gin to pray and say, “Not my way but 
God’s way; not my wants but God’s 
wants; not my will but God’s will.” Oh, 
it is so easy to preach but sometimes it’s 
a job to practice what we preach. (Now 
as I write it seems a godly fear comes 
over me.) I don’t want to try to get God 
to O. K. my plan, but God help me to 
O. K. God’s plan and go by it. 

We must follow Jesus. We can’t af- 
ford to follow men. We can’t afford to 
do like others. We are commanded to fol- 
low Him. In John 21 Peter, after Jesus 
had ordered him to feed the sheep, seemed 
to be worried about what John was go- 
ing to do. He may have thought that 
John was His pet. (Some think the 
preacher has pets.) Jesus let Peter know 
it was none of his business what He had 
for John to do. His business was to fol- 
low Jesus, and so it is our business to fol- 
low Him. 

Others may do some things and appear 
O. K. but you had better not try it. You 
had better follow Jesus. Others may 
boast, brag, and blow, but you cannot 
afford to. You must follow Jesus. Others 
may be honored and get credit that you 
deserve, but you cannot afford to quit; 
you must go on and follow Jesus. Others 
may shirk and dodge duty and burdens 
(and keep shouting), you had better 
not try it. You will become deluded also 
if you do. Go the safe way, “take up thy 
cross and follow Jesus.” Others may quit, 
fall out, etc., but your soul (and other 
souls) are at stake. You must continue 
and get the reward. Follow Jesus! Others 
may pull wires, work schemes, politic, 
etc., but you had better not try it. You 
are not going to try because you want to 
follow Jesus. Now may God bless every 
reader.
